REMARKS 

The amendments to the claims and specification are made in accordance with the agreements 
reached in the Examiner Interview of January 10, 2007. Applicants appreciate the Examiner 
Interview and thank Examiner Marcheschi for his time. 

Claims 14-17, 23, 25-27, and 29-33 are currently pending. Claims 14, 25, 26, 29, and 30 
have been amended. Claim 28 has been cancelled. Claims 31-33 have been added. Applicants 
respectfully assert that the claims are in condition for allowance. 

Additionally, the specification was amended to incorporate language recited in original 
claims, which have since been cancelled. No new matter has been added. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing remarks and the remarks submitted in the Response filed December 
20, 2006, it is submitted that pending claims 14-17, 23, 25-27, and 29-33 are in condition for 
allowance. The amendments to the claims and specification are made in accordance with the 
Examiner Interview of January 10, 2007. Accordingly, timely allowance of claims 14-17, 23, 25-27, 
and 29-33 is requested.
